creased without any further delay. 

It is now up to the Council to take 
the necessary steps to . formulate the. 
additions and changes. The report in

“The 'Town Council feel that chang- 
es should be made for the 
reasons: 

1, That the present generating unit 
is at times somewhat overloaded. 

2. That in view of the fact that na- 
tural gas is now in use at the Power 
Plant, that-very great savings could 
be made by utilizing gas in an interal 
combustion engine instead of burning 
it under boilers ag at present.
